State Solons 
Push Sigler’s 
Key Measures 


Lansing, 
April 
21. 
(ZP)—The 
legislature raced today toward a 
Friday final adjournm ent deadline 
and Governor Sigler’s 
legislative 
program began to make real pro­ 
gress. 
Leaders admitted a Friday ad­ 
journm ent left too little time for 
careful consideration of many im ­ 
portant measures, but they sought 
to whip up the laggard Senate fi­ 
nance committee which still is sit­ 
ting on appropriation bills. 
Sigler, 
the target of weeks of 
legislative grumbling and stalling, 
began to beam as: 
1— His bill to create a new state 
department of administration was 
slammed through the House and 
went to the Senate; 
2—The House sent to the Senate 
a 
constitutional 
amendment 
to 
give state officials four year terms 
of office, beating 
down 
similar 
terms 
for legislators and county 
officials. 
3—The Senate accepted House 
amendments and placed 
on 
the 
November election ballot constitu­ 
tional amendments to lift the ceil­ 
ings on salaries and expenses of 
legislators, and salaries 
of 
state 
officials. 
4—The Senate passed and sent 
to the House the bill to give judges 
retirement pensions. 
All were key points in Sigler’s 
program. 
On a 69-19 vote, the House ap­ 
proved giving the governor power 
to appoint an administrator with 
strong controls over 
government 
agencies and business functions of 
the state. 
The 
judges’ 
pension bill was 
sped through the Senate by a 19 to 
9 vote, reversing defeats in prevu­ 
es* 
>ns. It allows nidges ti re­ 
tire at 6 
and indirectly forces re ­ 
tirement at 70, 
with previous re ­ 
tirement possible for 
those 
in­ 
capacitated. 
Lieutenant Governor Eugene C. 
Keyes, Senate 
presiding 
officer, 
tried to defeat the bill after the 
vote with a rilling that it needed 
22 votes because, he said, it was an 
‘‘appropriation for a private p u r­ 
pose.”

of mobile unit soldiers, but many 
militiamen (forces of the former

The airport has been badly dam ag­ 
ed during the revolution. 
More than 500 armed militiamen 
roamed the capital's streets

night. They have been demobilized 
and efforts are being made to dis­ 
arm them, since it is feared that

Lansing, (A')— The brutal slay­ 
ing of a state Senator and a sen­ 
sational summer trial of four al­ 
leger hoodlums accused of plot­ 
ting his slaying— was all reduced 
Friday to a pile 
of 
blue-covered 
books on the desKs of 
the 
state 
Supreme Court. 
After months of delay, the court 
received the appeal of four men 
convicted of planning the slaying 
of the late Senator 
Warren 
G. 
Hooper of Albion. A key witness 
of the State Graft 
Grand 
Jury, 
Hooper was shot thrice through 
tile head on a Jackson county road 
Jan. l l , 1945. 
Four men tried and convicted 
by a Calhoun county 
jury 
that 
summer told the 
court 
through 
their attorneys 
that 
their 
trial 
was unfair. They are Harry Flei- 
sher, reputed one-tim e leader of 
Detroit's infamous Purple 
Gang, 
Mike Selik, reportedly 
a 
gang 
member; Sam Fleisher, 
Harry’s 
blonde young brother, and Pete 
Mahoney, 
described 
by 
Detroit 
police as a gambler. 
The same two attorneys who 
fought to free the four 
at 
their 
trial— Edward H. Kennedy, jr., ol 
Detroit, and R. G. Leitch of Bat- J 
tie Creek— put the defense again 
to the state’s high court. 
Kennedy and Leitch contended 
the trial jury was prejudiced by 
the “belittling” remarks of Kim 
Sigler, then special prosecutor and 
now 
governor. 
Sigler,

charged, resorted to a variety oi 
court room tricks to get improper 
evidence before the jury. 
The argued that adverse new s­ 
paper publicity affected the jury’s 
judgement and that a simultane­ 
ous release of a prison scandal by 
former attorney general John R 
Del Inners added to the prejudice i 
a1 atmosphere. 
Kennedy pleaded especially for 
the pale-faced Mahoney, contend­ 
ing he was convicted on slim evi­ 
dence.

Researchers of tile National B u ­ 
reau of Standards said the new 
technique- using plastic 
bonding 
m aterial 
to 
strengthen 
paper 
may increase by as much 
as 
75 
per cent the use of

“ deci­ 
duous” — or 
non - evergreen —- 
woods as maple, beech, birch ai 
poplar. 
These woods have had only lim ­

the paper. 
But bureau scientists said tim 
when the new plastic Is added to 
deciduous wood pulp it produce 
a paper stronger than that maut t 
bv the conventional process.

Licenses Renewed 
On Pleasure Boats; 
Fuel Tax Confused 


Lansing, (ZP)— The State R eve­ 
nue Department began the 1948 
relicensing of pleasure 
boats 
as 
the Legislature studied a proposal 
to clarity collection of the state’s 
1947 marine fuel tax. 
About 
1,600 pleasure boat li­ 
censes were 
mailed 
to 
owners 
who previously had filed applica­ 
tions. 
The 1947 Legislature 
required 
an 
annual 
license fee for boats 
the fee varying from $5 per year 
on boats of 16 or 
more 
feet 
hi 
length but not over 20 leet, to $75 
on boats up to 65 feet long. 
Exemptions from the tax were 
granted licensed commercial fish­ 
ing vessels, boats under 16 feet 
and outboards or those propelled 
solely by hand. 
The Senate has passed and sent 
to the House a bill permitting the 
been e plates on boats to be at­ 
tached to the sides, instead of to 
the

of boats in a m ove to 
make the statute more practical. 
The House this week approved 
and sent to the Senate a bill to 
simplify collectinon of the three- 
cents-a-gallon marine fuel tax. 
H. E. Bradshaw, director of the 
State Department Gas Tax Divi­ 
sion, said the original

law was difficult 
to 
administer 
because it ordered the department 
to segregate gas 
taxes 
collected 
for highway purposes and those 
collected for marine use. The lat­ 
ter must go te the State Water­ 
ways commission and the former 
to the Highway Department.
